Provincial Treasurer 
Visits fileichen 


Hon. Charles L. Mitchell was in 
Gleiehen Saturday night, returning 
from a visit to his Queenstown 
farm, In a short conversation with 
The Call he said his thousand acres 
of wheat looked fine and, in fact, 
the whole country he passed through 
could not be in better condition at 
this time of the year for a good 
crop. 

Referring to the building of the 
Lew Gjeichen Agricultural School 
he said the department was experi- 
encing trouble in obtaining tenders 
for its erection. Thecontractors do 
not want to tender on the school, 
owing to the present labor condi- 
tions, but he hoped thie would goon 
been overcome. 

Mr. Mitchell said the new school 
would be a fine one and a great 
improvement on the first schools 
erected, 

Finding boarding accommodation 
for the pupils will be a problem for 
Gleichen to solve and this should 
be taken in hand at once as it is a 
matter that effects the schools and 
means business for the town. He 
said he could see that the Legisla- 
ture would soon have ‘to consider 
the building of dormators with the 
schools,

Several letters of inquiry and 
suggesti@® with respect to the War 
Memorial have appeared iu the col- 
ume of your paper during the past 
few months. Asa member of the 
Memorial Committee, it seems to 
me scarcely fair, to those who bad 
sufficient interest to write, nor to 
you,sir,{who gave space in your val- 
uable paper, for the lettera that 
they should remain apparently un- 
recognized by the committee. 

May I say first that your com- 
mittee has found the memorial 
proporition much bigger and more 
complicated than any of its mem- 
bers anticipated when the work was 
undertaken. in December of la t 
year. In this respect, however, we 
are only sharing the experience of 
other committees and communities. 
Your committee is criticized for ite 

“ jnactivity, and, perhaps, rightly so 
Yet the more] have read of the 
war memorial movement on this 
continent and in the old land the 
more I have inclined to the opinion 
that the early movements of the 
committee were marked with undue 
haste. 

Thedy Municipal Art Society of 
New “York, which has been entrusted 
with the task of educating the 
American public as to what a mem- 
orial should look like, advises that 
the people go slow in the way of 
Memorial Art. 

Mr, Chas, Moore, Chairman of 
the United States National Com- 
mission in Fine Art, hay the same 
eounsel for his conntrymen, adding 
that awar memorial should com- 
memorate tho spirit of the nation; 
not the soldiers alone but the people 
‘everywhere who gave their services 
and made their sacrifices. The war 
was not won solely by the soldiers 
but by the nations. Such creations 
require the work of real artists. 

Commenting on Mr. Moore’s 
statement, Saturday Night says, 
that there is great need in this 
country at the moment for a War 
Meworial’s Committee which will 
be qualffied to direct the designing 
and erection of such memorials as 
private citizens and communities 
desir®™ In, other words a direct 
effort should be made to prevent 
war memorials from being created 
upon faulty and inartistic lines, A
